The more labor studies the treat- 
ment which labor haa received at the 
ha-nds of WIKlsm H. Taft. both on 
and off the benfh. the more evident It 
oe-comes to every fair-minded worker 
that Judge Taft has not only been 
just and Impartial In dealing with 
the interests of worklngmen. but that 
bis decisions, followed as precedents 
by other cewrts. have b« eu of Inesti- 
mable value to labor in upholding the 
right of raNwnj workers to leave their 
employment whe re the y m lit. i r r • ■ - 
.-perilve of the conceal of the em- 
ployer. It la well known that own In 
Eag.an*. where labor possesses more 
rights than In any other country of 
Borope. a different rn.e prevails, and 
the crew of a train quitting without 
glvmg several days' notice ran be 
pros-ctited criminal^. Some Ameri- 
can railways sought to maintain a 
similar rule, but Judge Taft. in the 
Toledo and Ann Arbor railroad case, 
hold that the telution of employe* to 
railway companies Is one of free con- 
tract, and Is not analogous to that of 
seamen in the maritime service who. 
to a ce'taln extent, surrender their 
liberty In their employment, and are 
punlshab c for dese-rtion. The eni- 
p".o>mcnt. therefore.
